In the Year 1555. Nicholas Durandus Villagagnen, a Knight of Fers. 
ſalem, one who had been imployd in great Buſineſs, a Learned, 
and able Man. He out of an eager deſire to get Riches, and He- 
nour ; did by the mediation of Geſper Colligny the Admiral foremen- 
tioned, obtain a Licence of the Kiog to ſet forth a Fleer, and carry 
the French Enſigns into the New World. Upon the 143th of Novew- 
ber, he arrived at the capacious Harbour, which by the Potugels ts 
call:d Fenuerius, being in about 24. degrees of Southern Larxude. 
The Fortreſs erected there, he called Collygn:; and that he might the 
more curry favour with the Admiral, he confirmd the hopes he had 
giver. that it was 2 convenient place for propagating the pure Relig- 

jonz and pzticioned that with his good leave he might ſend tor 
e Divines from Geneve. And to that purpoſe, the next Year he 
writ to Ca/vm, who communicated it to the Elders; and afrer Con- 
ſultation upon the matter, two were choſen out of thera ; wit, Petrus 
Ruherius, of fitty ; and Guite/mus Cuaarigarixs, of thirty yeats of Age;

Lg:ghon told him ic was no time to diſpute, but to look to his Con- 
ſcience: and bid the Executioner make haſte. Bourdow ſecing that 
Divine and humane Laws were as it wer buried, being very refo- 
lute, he ſubmitted himſelt to the Executioner; and calling for the 
Help and Favour of God, he dyed in the Lord. This Tragedy 
was ended about ten in the ing. After which, Villagagnon 
exhortcd the people to avoid the Sect of the Lutherans; with which 
he himſclf- was once infeaed, to his great grief. He threatened 
death to the obſtinat; ſaying, that evecy one ought to obſerve what 
their fathers religiouſly taught them. This day he commanded plen- 
ty of Proviſions to be given to the. Artificers and Labourers, in tokem 
of Rejoicing. He had written to ſome Courtiers, that if they

ering. Iyricus, his Cas Tettam Veritatis was printed at Befil 
I556. About the fame time Criſpm, Bezs's intimat friend, writ 
the Freuch Martyrology at Geneve; which has been very much enlar- 
ged, a compleat and excellent Compoſure: And tis remarkable, that 
the words of Rev. 6. 9, 10. are fer before us in the Title- Fobw 
Fox began his univerſal —— Martyrs, at Baſil, during his exile 
there; and perfected it at , after his return. At firſt, he writ 
in Latine, and ſent the Copy to Baſil to bo grand, where the Work 
is in great Eſtimation; as alſo in divers r foreign Nations, Le- 
gatur Martyrologium Fob. Faxi, faith judicious Perews in his learned 
Commentary upon Rev. 16. 6. Col. 821. His more compleat En- 
gliſh Edition was finiſhed about the Year 1570. Thus Chriſt com- 
manded the Keepers of his Great Ward Robe, to clothe his Martyrs 
with rich and coltly whice Robes of Latine, Engliſh, and French Con- 
cexture, Mr. Fox affirms, that by the Iniquity ot Time, this Work: 
could not b2 contrived in any Kings Reign ſince the Conqueſt, be- 
fore the Halcyon days of Queen Ekſabetb. One Reaſon why this 
important Work could beſt be performed then, may be gathered 
from the Triumph which this Learned Unwearied Author gives the 
Art of Prating, invented about the Year 1450. Ot which, take this

Which 
renared his motions ſlow and irregular, as of a perſon in Fetters. So 
that Monſieur Lawtrech commander ot the Leaguers Army advanced 
not ſo far as Reme. And Tiber by its Overflowing, incommoded a 
Paity of thcir Men. The. Emperovur alſo had a coni'derable Incereſt 
'in Ialy, Pompeiju; Cc'unna the Cardinal, who much Infiuznced the 
Peopl2, was at his devotion; and the Duke of Ferrera ſtrongly lolig- 
ted Charles Duke of Buvrb.n ro furg!ile Rome, as the only Expecient 
tor ſecuring tis Maſlte:s Intereſts.
